The Governor's order instructs

interfere with military discipline. 
Gen. Raupp is in Kansas, City to- 
day, but military officers here say 
‘that a “r eprimand” customarily 
takes the'form of a general order 
issued by the Adjutant-General and 
posted: at the armory of each Na- 
‘tional Guard post in the State 

The courtmartial’s verdict found 
Maj. Goodman guilty on three 
counts: that he was disrespectful 
to Col. Charles S. Thornton, com- 
mander of the regiment, in de- 
manding his resignation and 
threatening criminal prosecution; 
that he conspired with First Lieu- 
tenant Robert F. Schuette and for- 
mer First Lieutenant John H. Ger- 
ling to demand Col. Thornton's 
resignation; and that he was dis- 
respectful when he replied, at Col.

Acquired Transportation 
System. 


Thomas F. Sullivan, chairman 
of the Boston Transit Commission, 
speaking at a luncheon of the Civi- 
ton Club at the Chamber of Con- 
merce: tday, told how Boston has 
acquired at an expenditure of $42,- 
000,000 a street railway transpor- 
tation system, 
and elevated lines, without extra 
additional cost—with one small 
exceptiont—o its taxpayers. 

Sullivan, who as Lieutenant- 
Colonel of militia wasin charge 


of the troops in the famous Bos- 
ton police strike, which brought 
Calvin Coolidge, then Governor, 
into national prominence, also 
gave Coolidge large credit for the 
present law governing Boston's 
traction system, which is mscting 
all current obligations and setting 
aside $2,000,000 annually for de- 
preciation. 


Started in 1895. 


“Boston has the oldest subway 
system in the world,” he stated. 
“It started in 1896, when, after an 


street railway transportation, in

“Boston had a 6-cent fare guar- 


|| anteed for 25 years under the char- 
#;ter granted the Boston Elevated 


Railway Co. (the street railways 
company, which is our operator). 
When the war came on, with its 
rising labor and materials costs, 
Boston experienced what every city 
has undergone .more or less in its 
street railways operation. The 
roads couldn’t pay the guarantee. 
Finally the Legislature was called 
on for relief and a committee, head- 
ed by Lieutenant-Governor Cool- 
idge, made an investigation, out of 
which grew the public control act, 
under which we now operate. 


“Under this act the State guar- 
antees to pay the stockholders of 
the company 5% per cent. In re- 
turn, the stockholders voted to al- 
low the appointment by the Gov- 
ernor of five trustees, whose duty 
is to operate the roads at cost and 
subject to’no other authority, such 
as our Public Service Commission. 

“The first month of the 6-cent 
fare, there was a deficit of $500,- 
000, and the trustees began’ raising 
the fare—first to 7, then 8 cents. 

Fare Now at 10 Cents. 

“There was a deficit of $4,000,- 
000 the first year. It had been 
provided that the deficit should 
be assessed among the cities and 
towns served, according to the 
proportion of service. Boston paid 
71 per cent of the deficit. 


“Then the fare was raised to 10 


cents, where it {is now and where 


it will undoubtedly remain. Since 
1919 the entire system has been 
rehabilitated, extension of tracks 
made, new stations built, wages 
increased, and the finest of equip- 
ment added. Our tax rate this year 
was ,$2.41."" The tax rate of. St.

Sullivan was asked to enumerate 
the most important benefits of 
Boston's system. Outside of com- 
fort and convenience, he named: 
Speed; less labor costs, fewer train 
operators being required, more dis- 
tance traveled and more. passen- 
gers carried; no maintenance of 
streets; no grade crossings; almost 
no accidents, and a lessening of

‘It is true that 
the civic savings bank and a few 
other buildings are nominally oc- 
cupied by the self-appointed ‘Gov- 
ernment,’ but proclamations that 
are posted up against Bavaria or 
the Berlin authorities are imme- 
diately torn down or defaced, and 
at a recent demonstration 25,000 
workmen declared that they were 
absolutely opposed to aay policy 
of separatism.

Special to the Post-Dispatch. , 
ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. h5.—The 


death of Frankie Jerome as a re- 
sult of injuries received in a boxing 
bout at Madison Square may be the 
one thing needed to kill profession- 
al boxing in New ork. 

There are a number of bills in 
committee to abolish the State Ath- 


letic Commission, and last night 
two new moves were made against 
the sport. One was a bill intro- 
duced by Assemblyman Bert Lord, 
Republican of Chenango, which 
would repeal the Walker law. It 
is believed the measure will receive 
the solid support of the Republi- 
cans and that if it ever gets to the 
order of final passage many Demo- 
crats will either vote for it or go 
unrecorded. 

Assemblyman James Male, Demo- 
crat of New York, offered a reso- 
lution by the provisions of which 
$10,000 would be appropriated for 
a legislative investigation of the 
commission. 

In the preamble to the resolution 
it is set forth that “it is apparent 
from constantly recurring comment 
in the press and from the frequent 
criticism of the public that the pop-
